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Pray  for  the  establishment  of  the  Kingdom  of  God  in 
China.  Pray  that  the  Church  may  realize  China’s  need  of 
our  Lord  and  have  a clearer  and  wider  vision  of  His  King- 
dom of  Love,  together  with  a stronger  desire  for  the 
coming  of  His  Kingdom,  and  a deepened  sense  of  respon- 
sibility for  establishing  it  in  China.  Pray  that  we  may  not 
disappoint  our  Lord’s  expectancy.  And  thank  God  that 
we  are  allowed  to  be  His  fellow-workers,  in  the  working- 
out  of  His  purposes  for  China. 
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Pray  for  our  missionary  district  of  Shanghai,  for  its 
Bishop,  for  all  its  missionaries,  for  its  Chinese  workers 
and  congregations,  for  all  its  Christian  institutions,  for 
an  increase  in  members  and  in  power.  Pray  for  gifts  of 
money,  of  intercession,  and  of  lives  from  the  home- 
Church,  that  every  communicant  may  realize  the  joys 
and  the  privileges  of  stewardship,  of  prayer  and  of  service. 
And  thank  God  for  all  the  blessings  which  He  has  be- 
stowed upon  the  district  of  Shanghai,  above  all  for  the 
heroic  lives  of  many  of  its  missionaries  and  converts. 


Pray  tor  our  missionary  district  of  Hankow,  for  its 
Bishop,  for  all  its  missionaries,  for  its  Chinese  workers 
and  congregations,  for  all  its  Christian  institutions,  that 
God’s  blessing  may  rest  upon  all.  Pray  for  the  removal 
of  all  indifference,  and  of  all  racial  prejudice  in  the 
Church  at  home,  and  for  such  zeal  as  will  lead  the  Church 
to  greater  attempts  for  God  in  China.  And  thank  God 
for  all  the  blessings  which  He  has  bestowed  upon  the  dis- 
trict of  Hankow,  especially  for  the  witness  of  the  life  of 
Bishop  Ingle 


Pray  for  our  missionary  district  of  Anking,  for  its 
Bishop,  for  all  its  missionaries,  for  its  Chinese  workers 
and  congregations,  for  all  its  Christian  institutions,  that 
they  may  be  prospered  in  every  good  work.  Pray  for 
the  President  and  all  in  authority  in  the  Chinese  Repub- 
lic. Pray  that  our  American  nation  may  be  guided  by 
God  in  all  her  relations  with  China,  and  may  be  forgiven 


by  God  for  all  her  past  faults  and  failures  in  dealing  with 
the  Chinese.  Pray  that  the  American  and  European  citi- 
zens living  in  China  may  not  by  their  lives  disgrace  the 
name  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  thus  prejudice  the  Chinese 
people  against  His  teaching.  And  thank  God  for  all  the 
blessings  which  He  has  bestowed  upon  the  district  of 
Anking,  especially  for  all  the  sacrificing  service  which  has 
revealed  the  love  of  God. 

Pray  for  the  missionaries  and  converts  of  the  eight  mis- 
sionary districts  of  the  churches  of  England  and  Canada 
in  China.  Pray  that  all  the  Confucianists,  Taoists,  Budd- 
hists, and  Mohammedans  in  China  may  find  in  Jesus 
Christ  the  fulfillment  of  all  their  ideals.  Pray  that  the 
spread  of  rationalism  in  China  may  he  checked.  Pray 
that  China  may  find  the  solution  of  all  her  political,  in- 
dustrial, and  social  problems  in  the  Master’s  law  of  love. 
And  thank  God  for  the  great  glory  which  the  Chinese  will 
yet  contribute  to  the  Kingdom  of  God. 

Snbaj? 

Pray  for  all  the  Christian  missionaries  in  China,  who 
do  not  belong  to  our  own  communion.  Pray  for  the  work 
of  all  Christian  schools  and  universities  in  China,  for  their 
teachers  and  scholars,  for  all  Christian  hospitals  in  China, 
for  the  doctors,  nurses,  and  patients,  that  characters  may 
be  transformed  by  the  renewing  of  minds  and  bodies. 
Pray  that  more  labourers  may  be  sent  into  the  Chinese 
harvest,  fitted  for  their  work  by  ability  and  concentration. 
And  thank  God  for  the  “open  door”  before  all  mission- 
aries in  that  great  land  to-day. 

Pray  for  Christian  unity  in  China,  for  the  answering  of 
our  Lord’s  petition:  “that  they  may  be  one.”  Pray  for 
more  love  in  the  mission-field  and  at  home,  for  a hopeful 
expectancy  of  God’s  purposes,  and  a sure  confidence  in 
His  enabling  power.  And  pray  for  all  the  study-classes 
on  China  held  during  this  year,  that  they  may  reach  large 
numbers,  and  deeply  influence  all  the  lives  which  they 
touch,  and  that  they  may  be  used  by  God  as  a true  help 
in  the  evangelization  of  China.  And  finally  thank  God 
for  all  the  Christian  missionaries  to  China,  and  for  all 
the  Chinese  converts,  who  have  departed  this  life  in  His 
faith  and  fear.
